SCHEDULE 

In exercise of the powers conferred by proviso to 
Sub Section (1) of Section 24, read with Section 28, 
of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), tho 
Board of Trustees of the Jawaharlal Nehru Port, with 
the approval of the Central Government, under Sub¬ 
section (l) of Section 124 of the said Act, hereby 
makes the following Regulations : 

(]) Short title and commencement.—(1) These Rc- 
gu’ations may be called the Jawaharlal Nehru Port 
(Licensing & Control of Pilots) Regulations, 1990. 

(2) Definitions : In these Regulations, unless the 
context otherwise requires.—(1) “Board”, “Chairman” 
and “Deputy Chairman” shall have the same meaning 
as in the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963). 

(2) ‘Limits of compulsory pilotage waters* means 
the limits defined under Sub-section (2) of Section 4 
of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908). 

(3) ‘Deputy Conservator’ means the officer in whom 
the direction and management of Pilotage are vested. 

(4) ‘Harbour Mastei’ means the officer appointed 
to perform such duties as may from time to time be 
assigned to him by the Deputy Conservator. 

(5) ‘Dock Master’ means an officer appointed to 
perform such duties in connection with movements of 
ships as may, from time to time, be assigned to him 
by the Deputy Conservator. 

(6) ‘Port’ means the Jawaharlal Nehru Port. 

(3) Postion in station, description aud flags of 
identification of Pilot Vessel.—(I) A Pilot vessel will 
be stationed on a line with Malabar Point in transit 
with Colaba Point. 

The Pilot vessel shall be painted as follows.—(1) 
White toD sides and red boo: topping and funnel 
buff with a black top : 
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(ii) Her name on the stem and on each bow and 
the word ‘PILOT’ amid ships on each side of the 
vessel. 

The Pilot Vessel, which oti station, shall :■— 

(a) during day time, keep continuously flying 

at the main smothead a red and white flag 
in good condition measuring not less than 
2mtrs. by 1.25 mtrs. wide, the upper hori¬ 
zontal half of which shall be whiie and the 
lower horizontal half red and]or such other 
signals in accordance with the rules or law 
for the time being in force; 

(b) during night, exhibit lights in accordance 

with the rules or law for the time being In 
force. 

(4) Harbour Master's & Dock Master’s control over 
Pilots.—The harbour Master shall have control over 
Dock Master and Pilots in pilotage charge of vessels 
while entering and leaving the Port or mooring or un¬ 
mooring or berthing or unberthing at any anchorage 
or berth in the Port and a Dock Master shall have 
control over Pilots and Pilots in Pilotage charge of 
vessels while entering or leaving the berth. 

(3) Pilots to be licensed.—All Pilots and Dock 
Masters shall hold licences to perform the duties of a 
Pilot for the Port of Javvahailal Nehru. These licence^ 
subject to the sanction of the Central Government, 
shall be issued under the signature of Chairman and 
sealed with the common seal of the Board and be 
revocable by tho Chairman. 

(6) Subject of Examination .—The examination 
shall include the following subjects, namely : 

(a) regulations and rules framed for navigating 

in the harbour and approaches to the berths 
from time to time. 

(b) course and distances between any two places 
rise and set of tides. 

(c) depth and character of soundings. 

(d) anchorages, rocks, shoals and other dangers, 

landmarks, buoys, beacons and lights with¬ 
in the port. 

(e) management of ships and steamers, how to 

bring them to anchor and to keep clear of 
their anchors in a tideway. 

" (f) to moor and unmoor and to get underway. 

(g) to handle a vessel under all conditions and 
such other subjects as may be determined 
by the examination committee. 

(7) Examination Committee.—The examination 
shall be conducted by an examination committee : 

(1) the Deputy Conservator (Chairman) 

(2) the Harbour Master 

(3) a Deck Mastcj 

(4) a Master of foreign -going ship. 


(8) Failure to pass examination .—In the event of 
a probationary pilot failing to pass the specified ex¬ 
amination within nine months of his appointment, he 
will be liable to be discharged. 

(8) Classification of Pilots.—(1) A Pilot on being 
licensed will be permitted to pilot vessels as follows : 

(a) during the first three months, vessels not ex¬ 

ceeding 8000 tonnes gross register. 

(b) during the next three months, vessels not 

exceeding 10000 tonnes gross register. 

(c) during' the next there months, vessels not ex¬ 
ceeding 12000 tonnes gross register (ex¬ 
cluding loaded tankers and men-of-war blit 
including tankers in ballast to and from 
stream and the berths). 

(d) during the next six months, vessels not ex¬ 

ceeding 15000 tonnes gross register (ex¬ 
cluding loaded tankers and men-of-war, 
hut including tankers in ballast). 

(e) during the next 12 months, vessels not ex¬ 
ceeding 18000 tonnes gross register, draft 
not exceeding 9.0 M. 

(f) during the next 12 months, vessels not ex¬ 

ceeding 18000 tonnes gross register, draft 
not exceeding 9|0 M. 

(g) thereafter, full tonnage, i.e. all vessels with¬ 

out restriction. 

(2) The transfer of a pilot from one class to the 
next higher class will not be made wkhoujt the ap¬ 
proval of the Deputy Conservator, JNPT & BPT. 

(3) On returning from leave for six months or 
over, a Pilot included in class (a), (b), (c), (d) or 
(e) specified in sub-regulation (1) shall, if so decided 
by the Deputy Conservator, make such number of 
trips between the berths and the pilot ground and 
vice ver\i as may be determined by the Deputy Con¬ 
servator on the bridge of a steamer ill pilotage charge 
of a senior pilot before taking pilotage charge of a 
steamer. 

(4) As recommended by Barve Committee and 
ratified by the two ports in the Pilotage Protocol. 

(10) Dock Master to do duties at the control sta¬ 
tion-—The Dock Master shall perform the duties' at 
the control station in rotation for such periods as 
may from time to time be ordered by the Deputy 
Conservator. 

(11) Power to direct pilots to take charge of a 
vessel higher tonnage in certain circumstances.— 
The Dock Master may, if necessary, direct a pilot to 
pilot a vessel exceeding in tonnage the vessels which 
he is qualified under regulations 9 to Pilot. In every 
such case, the Dock Master shall forthwith send a 
report in writing to the Deputy Conservator stating 
the reasons which in his opinion necessitated such 
action. 

(12) Visitors not be allowed on Pilot Launches.— 
Except in cases of emergency, the Pilot Launch shall 
not receive any person other than a licensed Pilot on 
board without the permission of the Deputy Con¬ 
servator. 
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--(13) Log Book to be kept at Control Station.— 
A Log Book supervised and countersigned daily by 
the Dock Master shall he kept in the Control Station, 

(a) direction and force of wind and currents. 

(b) readings of Barometer and Thermometer. 

(c) time the pilot was placed on, board an in¬ 
coming vessel. 

(d) time when the pilot leaves an outbound ves¬ 
sel and hoards the Pilot Launch. 

(f) all signals to shipping. 

(g) such other particulars as may be ordered by' 
the Deputy Conservator. 

(14) Log Book to be forwarded to the Deputy 
Conservator for Inspection.—The. Dock Master on 
the Control station shall forward the Log Book to 
the Deputy Conservator for inspection at such inter¬ 
vals as n\ay be prescribed by him. 

(15) Duties of Dock Master on Control Station.— 

.—The Dock Master on Control Station shall be on 
duty at the control station at Jawaharlal Nehru Port 
at such times and shall perform such duties as may 
be specified by the Deputy Conservator. 

(16) Dock Master to give instructions to jun'or 
pilots and probationary pilots.—The Dock Master 
sliafi assist in instructing the junior pilots and proba-' 
tionary pilots in all branches of a Pilot's duty. 

(17) Dock Master & Pilot's distinguishing flag.— 
Bach Dock Master & Pilot shah be provided with a 
distinguishing flag which is to be hoisted on the ves¬ 
sels while in his charge in such a positon where it' 
can be seen and apart from other signals. The same, 
flan hoiked at anv of the signal stations or at the 
docks wifi be used in communicating with the vessel 
when the Dock MasterlPilot is on board. 

(18) Pilots to obey the orders of the authority.— 

A pilot shall obey and execute all orders and regula¬ 
tions given or issued by the Board, the Chairman, 
the Deputy Chairman, the Denuty Conservator and| 
or the Harbour Master and the Dock Master whiter 
al the Control Station. He shall also obey all orders 
given by the Dock Master relating to the bertlrmr. 
unberthing, towing, transportina or removing of ves • 
els under his charge. 

(19) Pilot’s behaviour.—A Pilot shall, at all times, 
exercise a strict sobriety. He shall throughout the 
time he is in charge of a vessel use Ins utmost cure 
and de’inence tor her sa f etv and the safety of other 
vessels and tironerty. He shall when necessary keen 
die lead voing when the ve.ssel is" underway He shall 
not lav hv the vessel a ground without a written order 
from the owner or officer in command. 


(20) Pilots to obtain certificate of services.perfotm- 
cd by them .—-A Pilot shall, on boarding the vessel, 
hand the AnivaljDeparture Report to the Master who 
shall enter therein all the required particulars over 
his signature. The Arrival Report shall be dully filled 
in and returned to the pilot before the vessel reaches 
Middle Ground and Departure Report before reach¬ 
ing the Sunk Rock. Transporting and Anchoring certi¬ 
ficates shall be filled in by the Pilot and presented 
to the Master for signature when the duties of the 
Pilot are completed. 

(21) Pilot to go on board vessels in good time.— 
A Pilot about to take charge of a vessel which is, out¬ 
ward bound, or which is about to be moved from 
berth in which she is lying shall go on board and re¬ 
port himself to the officer in command at the time 
appointed, i.e. in sufficient time for her to be moved 
out to sea or to her destination. 


(22) Pilot when on duty to carry with him his 
licence, etc.—A Pilot when on duty shall always have 
with him an official Tide Table for the port, a copy 
of the Port Rules, Pilotage Regulations for the time 
being in force and bis Licence. 


(23) Pilot may Jeave vessels at anchor in the har¬ 
bour if not provided with proper food and sleeping 
accommodation .—The Master of a vessel in pilot¬ 
age charge of a pilot shall provide the pilot with rea¬ 
sonable accommodation, if necessary, and with break¬ 
fast between 7 a.m. to 9 a.m. with lunch between 
noon and 2 p m. and with dinner between 6 pun. and 
8 p.m. if the vessel is at anchor in the harbour dur¬ 
ing these hours. In the event of failure on the part of 
the Master of the Vessel, (he Pilot may leave the ves¬ 
sel and come on shore after giving the officer-in- 
coinmand atleast one hour’s notice in writing cf his 
intention to do so and shall report the case in writ¬ 
ing to the Deputy Conservator as soon as practicaole. 

(24) Pilots to see that anchors arc ready to let 
go.—A pilot before taking charge of a vessel outward 
bound shall enquire of the Master of the Vessel 
whether the steering tjear is connected and in proper 
working order and direct that both the anchors be 
ready for letting go, 

(25) Pilots giving evidence.—A Pilot shall not at¬ 
tend to give evidence on any trial or enquiry to which 
he is not a party, unless he is uder subpoena without 
the prior permission of the Deputy Conservator and 
a Pilot under subpoena to give evidence shall at once 
report the fact in writing to the Deputy Conservator. 

(26) Pilots to give information of any alterations 
in navigational marks etc,—A Pilot who has observed 
any alteration in the depth of the channels, or not'cc.l 
that any buovs. beacons or light vessels have been 
driven away, broken down, damaged or sluf'ed from 
position or become aware of anv cunim'dances Vkelv 
to aff'ct the safety of navigation shall forthwith serd 
a detailed report thereof in writing to the Dcpu'y 
Conservator. 
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(27) Pilots to report casualties.*—A Pilot, when¬ 
ever any accident lias happened to or been caused by 
a vessel while in his charge shall as soon as possible 
report the facts in writing in the form prescribed for 
the purpose to the Deputy Conservator 

(28) Harbour Master to regulate attendance ol 
pilots on vessels.—Pilots on duty shall be detailed 
under the supervision of the Dock Master to vessels 
requiring their services. A list showing the rotation in 
which phots having regard to their respective classes, 
arc to be allotted to such vessels shall be drawn up 
and kept in the office of the Deputy Conservator or 
Harbour Master. The allocation of pilots, for indivi¬ 
dual movements in accordance with the list drawn 
up in the Deputy Conservator’s office and any adjust¬ 
ments necessitated by changes or cancellations of al¬ 
locations of pilots shall he attended to by the con¬ 
trol station at Jawaharlal Nehru Port, 

(29) Commencement of Pilot’s outward duties.— 
The duties of a pilot in regard to outward bound ves- 
els shall commence in the harbour on boarding the 
vessel. 


(30) Termination of Pilot’s outward duties.—(i) 
The duties of a pilot with regard to outward bound 
vessels shall cease when he has piloted the vessel to 
pilotage ground, 

(2) A Pilot shall ascertain the bearing an destimu- 
tea distance from Colaba Point before leaving the 
vessel and enter them in the Departure Report. 

(31) Commencement of Pilot’s inward duties.— 
The duties of a pilot in regard to an inward bound 
vessel shall commence when he boards the vessel in 
any position within the limits of compulsory pilot¬ 
age waters. 

(32) Pilots to ascertain presence of infectious 
disease on board etc.—A Pilot on boarding an inward 
bound vessel shall :— 

(i) ascertain whether there is, or has been, 
during the voyage any infectious disease on 
board. If there is, or has been, and the dis¬ 
ease is of a serious, nature as laid down in 
the Quarantine Rules he will anchor the 
vessel in the quarantine anchorage and 
hoist the Quarantine Signal and carryout 
the instructions contained in the Port Qua¬ 
rantine Rules, in this respect; and 

(ii) note the time, the bearing and estimated 
distance from Colaba Point, ascertain the 
vessel's present draft and deep load draft 
and sec that both anchors arc clear to be 
let go; see that the National End on is hoist¬ 
ed and the hags denoting the name of the 
vessel and anv other signals, as required by 
the Port Rules from time to f'me. are hoist¬ 
ed in such a manner as to be clearly seen 
from the Port Signal Station. 


(33) Moving of Vessels. —No pilot shall move or 
direct the moving of any vessel within the port from 
one position to another, unless the following condi¬ 
tions are fulfilled : 

(i) if the vessel is underway, the Master shall 

be on board; 

(ii) if the Master leaves the vessel before the 
movement is completed, the Pilot shall 
direct the vessel to be anchored in such 
safe position as may be most easily reached 
by the vessel and shall not give direc.ion 
to proceed with the moving until the return 
of the Master to the Vessel; 

(hi) throughout the moving, the number of offi¬ 
cers and crew on board and available for 
duty shall be sufficient to perform any duty 
which may be required and if the pilot on 
boarding considers that the number is not 
sufficient, he shall call the Master’s atten¬ 
tion to the Port Rules and refuse to proceed 
with the moving unless Tie Master first signs 
a declaration under his own handwriting 
expressly assuming entire responsibility. 


Explanation.—In this regulation, the expression 
“Master” shall include the first or other officers duly 
authorised to act for the Master in the event of the 
latter being incapacitated from performing the duties 
of his office, 


(34) Pilots to report on landing.—On landing, after 
piloting a vessel inward and|or transporting a vessel in 
the stream or recurring from the pilotage ground, 
a Pilot shall report without delay to the Deputy Con¬ 
servator’s office or the Control Station by entering his 
name on the roster kept for this purpose for further 
duty. 


(35) Loss of Licence.—A Pilot losing his licence 
shall, forthwith give notice thereof to the Deputy 
Conservator, stating the circumstance in which the 
licence was lost and the Deputy Conservator shall, 
unless he is satisfied that the loss has been caused by 
the Pilot’s misconduct, arrange for the issue of a dupi- 
cate licence to the Pilot. 


(36) Pilot’s examination of Charts .—All pilots 
will attend frequently at the office of the Deputy C on- 
servatou or Harbour Master to examine the latest 
plans and charts of the Port and other information 
concerning the Port. 

(37> Dock Master and Pilot’s Uniform—Dock 
such uniform as may be prescribed by the Cha ! rm*n. 
Master and Pilots shall wear on duty such uniform 
ns may be mescribed by the Chairman. 
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(38) Interpretation.—If any question arises relat¬ 
ing to the interpretation of these Regulations, it shall 
be referred to the Chairman, whose decision thereon 
shall be final. 

(39) Repeal and savings.—All Regulations corres¬ 
ponding to these Regulations are hereby repealed : 

(a) Provided that any order made or any action 
taken under the Regulations so repealed 
shall be deemed to have been made or taken 
under the corresponding provisions of these 
Regulations. Nothing in these Regulations 
shall be deemed to be repugnant to the 
Regulations framed by BPT under Licens¬ 
ing & Control of Pilots Regulations, 1975 
or any other Rules framed by the Bombay 


Port which arc applicable when ships under 
the Pilotage charge of Jawaharlal Nehru 
Port Pilots are transitting the common user 
channel of Bombay. 

(b) Full tonnage pilots of Bombay Port shall be 
eligible for grant of exemption from the 
provision of these Regulations as relate to 
the grant of Jawaharlal Nehru Port Pilotage 
License, provided an exemption in writing 
is granted by the Deputy Conservator, 
Jawaharlal Nehru Port, who shall satisfy 

himself that the applicant is familiar 
with the Jawaharlal Nehru Port’s channel 
contours, navigational aids disposition and 
the navigational rules in force in Jawaharlal 
Nehru Port.
